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EDUCATIONAL  TOURS 


We  marched  in  companies  from  the  camp  to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  Here  we  saw  the  means 
used  by  the  Bureau  to  obtain  information  on  the  estimate  for  the  crops  and 
animals  for  the  following  season.  One  way  was  to  send  out  questionnaires ; 
another  was  by  attaching  recording  machines  to  the  rural  mail-carriers  cars 
which  record  the  acreage  of  crops.  There  were  other  ways  of  checking  the 
estimate  to  make  sure  it  was  as  nearly  correct  as  possible. 

Another  interesting  office  was  where  the  standards  for  grading  grain, 
wool,  meat,  and  eggs  are  established.  This  showed  us  the  value  of  farmers’ 
grading  their  products  before  shipment.  ^1/)  f y
